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Continuation of 1 1 . As to Applicant's argument, Applicant mainly argues that Cheng 
does not teach the Off-Hook Delay trigger includes a forward-to number, sending an 
infocollected message includes the specific digit string and the forward-to number, 
comparing the forward-to number to a voicemail number associated with the subscriber 
line and based on the comparison determining whether to resume call processing to the 
forward-to number. However, Cheng did teach SSP determines whether the called 
party is associated with an IN service. If the subscriber is not associated with any 
trigger, an incoming call connection is allowed to be terminated directly towards the 
called party. On the other hand, when the called party subscriber has an IN trigger 
activated, the serving SSP transmits a query signal towards an associated SCP. 
Cheng's SCP retrieves the relevant subscriber data, ascertains the appropriate 
subscriber service to be provided, and instructs the serving SSP to effectuate the 
desired call treatment. Although Cheng is silent about Off-Hook Delay trigger including 
a forward-to number, sending an infocollected message including the specific digit string 
and the forward-to number, comparing the forward-to number to a voicemail number 
associated with the subscriber line and based on the comparison determining whether 
to resume call processing to the forward-to number, however, such functions of SSP 
and SCP are old and well known in telecommunication system. For example, see 
McConnel (U.S. 5,517,562) (Col. 2, lines 50-65). Normaliy, SSP will recognize an off- 
hook delay trigger assigned to the directory number of the subscriber and forward an 
info-collected query to the SCP. The SCP, upon receiving the query, will verify certain 
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information and send an analyze response and notification message to the SSP. The 
SSP will then route the call according to SCP's instruction. Thus, Cheng is maintained 
for supporting the enclosed Examiner's final action. 
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
